It has been announced by the 
Alberta Government that it in¬ 
tends to move the Battle river 
bridge located on tthe Meridian 
to a point a dhort distance west 
of the present location. 

Dame Rumour has been busy 
during the past few weeks as to 
what was g'oing to be done n this 
matter. .Some were telling how 
the bridge was to be removed en¬ 
tirely, others had different ver¬ 
sions. The councils 'of both Mer¬ 
ton and Ribstone municipal dis¬ 
tricts have been in correspond¬ 
ence with the Alberta govern¬ 
ment. and finally the government 
has made ts decision. 

The Meridian bridge was erect- 
* ed in 1906 and the locating en- 
I .xglineers ’followed their instruc- 
T‘ tions by placing the bridge as 
, nearly as possible on the Merid¬ 
ian line. During' the years that 
t have followed the faults of this 
■ location have been made appar- 
t ,'ent !by the natural erosive action 
( of the Battle river in two points. 

The north bank has been cut 
_ a why bv ice and wiatet, necess- 
; ' itatingso'uie expensive, .and bare¬ 
ly efficient,'- protective engineer- 
im<* work. On the south side the 
approach (has been almost washed 
away, and it is only a question of 
time before the river changes its 
course—leaving the bridge to 
lead tioi a small island. 

By moving the bridge entirely 
to a point some hundred or so 
yards west and a similar distance 
south these difficulties will be en¬ 
tirely overcome. This is -what the 
government has announced its in¬ 
tention of doing, we have been in¬ 
formed by the reeve and secret¬ 
ary of Merton.

The membership in the dairy 
pool is $2.00. The term of the 
contract is for five years includ¬ 
ing 1 all the milk or cream to the 
order of the pool, save such milk 
ofi cream as he uses foir family 
purposes oir the feeding of stock. 

The pool is to market the milk 
Of cream to the best advantage, 
and has thle power to acquire and 
operate creameries and other such 
dairy plants or cold storage 
plants. The proceeds fr>c|m the 
sale of) all cream or milk or other 
products are to be divided in 
fund, the cheese fund, and the 
fluid milk fund. Th'ere wi it he 
deducted from these funds the 
cost of handling 1 the products, in¬ 
cluding freight and express 
charges, etc., but not the freght 
or express from point >osf ship¬ 
ment to point of accepted deliv- 
eir(y by the pool, which charges 
producer. Five per cent is to 
be deducted monthly from the 
amounts due the producers for a 
reserve fund. Initial payments 
will be made the 1st and 15th of 
each month next after delivery. 
The pool has the power to es- 
tablsh grades for the products 
they handle, subject to theh 
Dairymen’s Act. The dary pool 
will be managed by a Board of 
seven directors, representing the 
seven districts into which the 
province has been divided for the 
pur ptoses of the pod.

Moisture 


The chief controlling factor in 
crop production in north western 
Saskatchewan is moisture. Al¬ 
though there is no known way of 
controlling tlbe supply of moist¬ 
ure or precipitation it is interest¬ 
ing to compare average records of 
previous years with: the present 
conditions. 

The total snow-fall recorded at 
the Scott Experimental Station 
for the winter 1924-25 was forty- 
seven and eight tenths inches 
while the average for the four 
previous years was thirty-one 
and nine tenths inches, a differ¬ 
ence of approximately 16 inches. 

The rainfall received in 1925 
previous to April 29 ((the time of 
writing) is one and 'f)ofar - tenths 
inches while the average fob the 
four previous years is only fourty- 
three one hundredths (43-100) of 
of an inch. A difference of ap¬ 
proximately one inch. 

Ten inches of average snow is 
etonsidered equal to about 1 inch 
of water, hence with 16 inches 
more snow and one inch more rain 
there was about 2X/ 2 inches more 
water liberated on the land in the 
spring of 1925 previous to April 
29 than the average for the pre- 
vons four years before May 1st. 

The snowfall during the winter 
1923-24 was 41 inches. Nearly

Since March 15 o!£ this year the 
Provincial Labor Bureaus* have 
placed in farm vacancies more 
than 3,700 hands. The bulk of 
the orders for this farm labor 
calme in during Apri. In the week 
of Apri 11, some 750 w'ere paced, 
and the following week 830 were 
placed. The Week of April 18 
When over 1.200 were placed, is 
a record for the service for 
spring operations, more vacancies 
being Pilled for that period than 
for any similar period in the 
spring season in the history of 
the service. The highest previous 
year was in 1924 when in the 
same week 879 hands were placed 
on farms.

seven inches less than during the 
past winter. The rain in 1924 
previous to April 30 was only 
four one hundredths of one inch 
none of which was received dur¬ 
ing April and oUly one and eight 
tenths during Mpy, June and 
July. 

During the past ten years in 
northwestern Saskatchewan the 
yield of grain has not been in 
proportion to the total amout of 
precipitation for the year but the 
the growing period has been more 
effective in producing high 
yields. However, tih'e fact that 
spring moisture for 1925 has 
amounted to two and a half inch¬ 
es of water more than the average 
for four years is sufficient reason 
for optimism regarding the early 
part of the growing season.

Dreamers have their place in the making of a com¬ 
munity when their dreams are interpreted with the use 
of inspiration and perspiration. One night, about a 
century ago, Kleng Peerson, a Norwegian who had walkr 
de thoucands of miles in North America, wearied with his 
tramping, slept on the open prairie and dreamt. In his 
dream he saw the wild prairie changed into a cultivated 
region teaming with all kind of grain and fruit most beau¬ 
tiful to behold : that splendid houses and barns stood all 
over the land,occupied by a rich and prosperous people: 
alongside the fields of waving grain large herds of cattle 
wree feeding. Kleng interpreted this dream as a token 
from God Almighty that his countrymen should come out 
from their homeland in Norway and settle in this new 
land. 

• * * 

Such was the inspiration. History records that 
this stalwart Norwegian pioneer wended his way back 
to Norway and invested all his funds in tthe purchase of 
a small sloop, the “Restaurationen” (Restoration), and 
gathering a party of emigrants (men, women and child¬ 
ren), from the Stavanger district; sailed for America on 
July 4th 1824. The first Norwegian emigation party to 
America of modem times- It is a noticeable coincident c 
that they should sail on the day set for the national cele¬ 
bration of their adopted country. ^ 

Then followed the perspiration. History records 
that this party and the many parties who followed their 
lead, faced undauntedly the many difficulties inseperable 
from the early pioneering life of that period (far more 
strenuous than those of to-day) : and that by their effoils 
many districts in the States of New York, Illinois, Wis¬ 
consin and Minnesota became prosperous. Later the 

movement spread over larger areas and in time, Canada. 

* * * 

Now follows the celebration. This is taking the 
form of a Nore-American Centennial to be held at the 
Minnesota state fair grounds, June 7th to 14th. At this 
'>'athering the president of the United States, the pi emu i 
of Canada, the premier of Norway and some royalty are 
expected to be present. Conventions of the Lutheran 
church will also be held. Altogether the event will be 
one well worthv of the attendance of Norwegians and the 
attention of those who recognize the value of stalwart 

faith and energv of the Norwegian settlers in America.

There is a grand inspiration in reading the history 
of the Norwegian settlers in America, and we would urge 
our readers to endeavour to become acquainted with their 
storY. The tenacity with which they followed the m- 
siration of the leadership and ideals of Kleng Peerson; 
and their loyalty to the ideals of their church and citizen¬ 
ship throughout the past century, should encourage us to 
face our problems of to-day with no less a measure ot 
faith and energy.

Is your chimney safe? The chimney is often a source of 
danger from fire and tmany chimneys which are apparently in good 
order have been fonndd to be faulty. Your own brick chimney may 
uot be safe. Give it a careful inspection. 

* * • 

We were forcibly reminded of this the other day, when we 
learned that at least three chimneys in the district need rebuilding. 
One of these chimneys, in particular has an interesting record. It 
was built in the early days by a skilled bricklayer with cement bricks 
(the 'only ones available at that period). Th'e cement bricks have 
proven quite unsuitable for this purpose and have been found to be 
crumbling down like clay. Further the woodpeckers apparently 
made this chimney a place for sharpening their beaks for they con¬ 
tributed towards the ruination of the structure by chipping out por¬ 
tions of both brickwloirk and cement. The chimney has been taken 
down and it was f, 0 (und to be rotten all the way, both within and 
without the buiding. 

* * * 

A Ifire originating from a faulty chimney often gains consid¬ 
erable headway before it is discovered; and is perhaps the hardest 
to get at and extinguish when discovered. It is infinitely) more 
pleasant and certainly less costly to rebuild a faulty chimney than 
to replace a destroyed building.

At, tlh'e Ex¬ 
perimental Station at Lethbridge 
th|e winter loss was 3^2 per cent, 
while other members of the Asso¬ 
ciation report under 10 per cent. 
The few heavier losses in all eases 
seemi to he due to the beekeepers 
letting their bees gia into the win¬ 
ter in poor cindition. The Bee 
keepers Association executive are 
studying every phase of the busi 
ness in the Province and are de¬ 
termined to lay a broad founda 
tion for this industry in Alberta. 
Another ‘meeting of the Associa¬ 
tion has been called to convene in 
the Board of Trade Rooms at 
Lethbridge at 8 p.m. Friday, May 
lstt, when a large number :of those 
interested are expected to be in 
attendance. 

SEASON’S FUR PRODUCTION 

The total value of the raw fur 
production of Canada for the sea¬ 
son 1923-24 was $15,643,817. This 
amount represents the market 
value of the pelts of fur-bearing 
animals taken in Canada during 
the season, comprising pelts of 
animals taken by trappers and 
pelts of ranch-bred animals, the 
value of the latter constituting 
approximately five and a half per 
cent of the total value.

WORK OF PUBLIC 

HEALTH NURSES 

Excellent work of the public 
health nurses maintained in vari¬ 
ous districts of Alberta by joint 
support of the provinciaal gov- 
trnment and municipalities, is re¬ 
vealed in the annual report of the 
Nunsing Branch of the Public 
Health Department of the Prov¬ 
incial Government for 1924. 

During the year the public 
health nurses made inspections of 
107 schools, with 3,012- inspec 
tions. Additional duties were 
given tlhe nurses the past year in 
visiting nursing,, and in this con¬ 
nection 100 calls were made. 

Tlhe travelling child welfare 
clinics during the year held 23 
clinics in rural districts, with an 
attendance of 276 babies and 249 
pre-school children. The city 
clinics also; had a very successful 
year. At the Edmonton clinic the 
the total atenclance for the year 
was 3,583 with 2,900 babies in at¬ 
tendance and 98 clinics held. The 
nurses made 6,058 visits. At the 
Calgary clinic 113 clinics Were 
held, with a total attendance of 
14,618,- and 3,646 babies. The 
nurses made 2,847 visits. At the 
Medicine Hat clinic 'there were 
1,303 in attendance during the 
year, and the nurses made 1,242 
visits. 

During the year the six dis¬ 
trict nurses who are established 
in remote districts for the benefit 
of the settlers, made 621 calls, 
with 607 consultations, attending 
385 medical cases, 134 surgical 
cases and 35 abstetrical cases. 


The service recently establish¬ 
ed by the government of sending 
a (fully qualified doctor and dent¬ 
ist to isolated districts periodical¬ 
ly, resulted in a total number of 
examinations of 264 by the doc¬ 
tor, and 338 examinations by the 
dentist, with necessary treatment 
given in each case. This service 
has been greatly appreciated by 
isolated settlers. 

During the year clothing and 
relief to the total of $21,407.25 
was supplied.

pool is in the C.P.R. building at 
Edmonton, and the Secretary is 
M)r. R. A. Van Slyke. The Ad¬ 
vantages expected to be derived 
from the pool are briefly the sav¬ 
ing of 6 or 9 per cent on the 
price of butter fat for tlhle pro¬ 
ducer by the elimination of can¬ 
vassers and agents, a heavy re¬ 
duction in railroad tolls, reduc¬ 
tion in overhead coshs, standard¬ 
ization and steady markets, es¬ 
tablishment of a solid front for 
remedial legislation, storing in 
times of ov'er-producton, and the 
bringing of experts intoi the serv¬ 
ice of the producers.
